Ameri¬ 
ca's Apollo 11 fliers raced 
Friday toward their date with 
destiny and a walk on the lunar 
surface—a walk which now 
may come earlier than planned. 

At midnight EDT the space¬ 
craft carrying Commander Neil 


A. Arrifstrnng. Edwin E 
•Burr" Aldrm Jr. and Michael 
Collins was 162 224 miles from 
earth and traveling at 2.735 
mph. 

The command ship will 
continue slowing down during 
the day unlil it passes .he 
-Great Divide" »i in 3n p m 
Friday, when it falls undei the 
dominance ol moon's gravita 
ttonal pull and begins gathering 
speed again. 


Apollo 11 will reach the 
vicinity of the Moon Saturday 
and the astronauts will fire lh» 
retro Tockfts that will kick 
them into a lunar orbit and sit 
the stage for 'man's first step 
into another world. 

The fliers showed earthlings 
the strange world of space in a 
color telecvst Thursday night 
floating a flashlight in the 
weightlessness of their com¬ 
mand ship and turning the 


world ' upside down" by 
rotating their camera. 

The Soviet "Moonscooper’* 
rocket whirled into orbit around 
the moon Thursday and appar¬ 
ently was a last ditch gambl# 
by the Russians to beat Ameri¬ 
ca back to earth with sample* 
of the lunar soil. 

The development had no no¬ 
ticeable affect on the Apollo 
fliers. They jogged in place in

Great Northern Expansion 
Will Add About 150 Jobs

MILLINOCKET — A major 
expansion plan outlined by the 
Great Northern Paper Co, 
Thursday will mdd about ISO 
jobs to the present 1.100 em¬ 
ployes at the firm's Millinockct 
mill. 

The $45 million expansion pro¬ 
ject was approved unanimously 
by the company’s board of di¬ 
rectors in closed session at the 
group's bimonthly meeting on 
Thursday, held for the first 
time at the Northern Division 
offices in Millinocket 


Teter S Taine. chairman and 
chief GNP execuUve officer, 
said the project will increase 
the capacity of ihe mill by 10 
per cent, or 135.000 tons of 
paper a year. 

The new program, which will 
Include a wide high speed paper 
machine and supporting equip¬ 
ment, has been under study for 
some time, Paine said. 

The paper company executive 
added that detailed engineering 
and negotiations with suppliers 
of equipment will begin immedi¬ 
ately. with construction sehed- 
iilprl in rnmmcnre about Mav 1.

NEW YORK — Preparation* 
are being made for President 
Nixon to speak to astronauts 
Neil A Armstrong and Col. 
Edwin E Aldnn Jr . late Sun¬ 
day or early Monday morning 
as they walk on the moon The 
event would be nationally tele¬ 
vised. 

The White House has not con¬ 
firmed the President ' plans, 
hut it is known that Nixon in¬ 
formed intimates that he want¬ 
ed to do something "dramatic" 
in conjunction with the moon 
landing 

The White House initiated in¬ 
quiries when it telephoned the 
American Broadcasting Com¬ 
pany here on Wednesday ABC. 
i« the over all coordinator of 
pno! coverage for the Apollo 11 
flight These calls were, an 
ABC. source confirmed Thurs¬ 
day. "veiled queries as to what 
would be involved if the Presi¬ 
dent wanted to talk with the 
astronauts on the moor" 

The network source said that 
the White House was told that 
the electronic hook-up w« not 
only possible, hut al*o relative- 
lv simple, and that it could be 
arranged quickly.
